Shaykh Muhammad BnSoolih Al-Uthaymeen said (in abridgment) 
of his explanation of hadeeth one in Arba'eena An-nabawiyyah 
that: 

Acts of worship are scaled based on their internal intentions and 
outward performance in accordance with the two narrations of 
Umar Bn Khattoob and Aaisha respectively. 

The hadeeth of Umar carries the wording: # Indeed actions are 
judged according to the intentions.# 

While 

The hadeeth of Aaisha carries the wording: # Whosoever performs 
an act of worship which does not have our permission will have it 
rejected # 

So, the intention of an act might be good while the action might 
not be legislated, which of course renders the intention irrelevant. 
Just as the action might be legislated while the intention is faulty, 
which all things being equal also renders the action null and void. 
(End of quote) 

Moreover, we all remember the authentic narration of the three 
companions who almost fell into innovations, their intentions 
were indeed good but the acts they desired to perform was not 
established. 

So, what is necessary is to first check the establishment of the act 
of worship through the hadeeth of Aaishah which deals with the 
apparent actions before then applying the hadeeth of Umar 
which deals with the hidden actions (the intentions). Else the 
essence oftawqeefiyyahofibaadaatwill be defeated. 

We really need to hold on to these two principles when 
establishing acts of worship in Islaam.

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k He is investing money in a company that will give him 
3% of his capital for a period of ninety days 
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I am putting a sum of money - say five thousand dollars - with 
an investment company which for a period of ninety days will give 
me a return of 3%. In other words, every day I can withdraw the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars for a period of ninety days, 
but after ninety days I cannot withdraw the initial capital, which is 
five thousand dollars. What is the Islamic view concerning that? 

Praise beto Allah 
Firstly: 

it is not permissible, when forming a partnership, to agree that the 
owner of the capital will get a certain percentage of his capital, or a 
set amount. Rather his share should be a percentage of the profit, 
such as saying: You will get 3% of the profit. 

But if it is said to him: You will get 3% of your capital, or you will get 
one hundred and fifty dollars, this renders the partnership invalid. 
If, combined with that, his capital is guaranteed (and he will not 
lose any of it), as you mentioned, then this transaction is a riba- 
based loan. 

IbnQudaamah (may Allah have mercy on him) said: 

If the share of one of the partners is set as a specific amount of 
money, or a sum of money is set along with his share - such as if 
he stipulates that he will have a percentage plus ten dirhams, the 
partnership becomes invalid. Ibn al-Mundhir said: All of the 
scholars from whom I learned are agreed that the mudaarabah 
partnership is invalidated if one or both of them stipulate that 
they will have a certain amount of money. Among those from 
whom we learned that are Maalik, al-Awzaa'i, al-Shaafa'i, Abu 
Thawr and Ashaab al-ra'y. End quote.

You say to 
him, "By Allah, I need the book tomorrow (so I can' t give it to 
you)." He becomes haughty towards you and displays enmity 
towards you. Is this a (true) friend? This is a friend of benefit! 

TheSecond:The Friend of Delight 


Meaning, he only befriends you because he finds pleasure in 
speaking with you and associating with you and being with you. 
However he does not benefit from you nor do you benefit from 
him. Neither of you benefit the other. It is nothing except a waste 
of time. Regarding this one, you should also beware that he 
wastes yourtime! 

TheThird:The Friend ofVirtue 


He carries you towards that which beautifies (you) and prohibits 
you from that which disfigures. He opens for you the doors of 
good and directs you towards it. If you slip he corrects you in a 
manner that does not strip you of honour. This the friend of 
virtue!" 


(Sharh HilyahTaalibAl- 'llm Pg. 102) 
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You haveyourown Eidandyourown Deen. 
Don't celebrate what is not yours. 
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I don't celebrate Christmas in any way but my 11 year old 
daughter loves the beauty of a Christmas tree when decorated, is 
it permissible for me to have one in my house throughout the 
year? 


Praise be to Allaah. 

The Christmas tree is one of the symbols of the Christian festival 
and celebration; this is why it is named for Christmas. It is said that 
it was first officially used as a symbol in this manner in the 
sixteenth century in Germany, in the Cathedral of Strasbourg in 
1539CE. 

It is not permissible to imitate the kuffaar in any of their acts of 
worship, rituals or symbols, because the Prophet (blessings and 
peace of Allah be upon him) said: "Whoever imitates a people is 
one of them." Narrated by Abu Dawood, 4031; classed as saheeh 
by al-Albaani in Irwa' al-Ghaleel, 5/109 

So it is not permissible to put up this tree in a Muslim house even if 
you do not celebrate Christmas, because putting up this tree 
comes under the heading of imitating others that is haraam, or 
venerating and showing respect to a religious symbol of the 
kuffaar. 

What the parents must do is protect their children and keep them 
away from what is haraam, and protect them from the Fire as 
Allah, may He be exalted, says (interpretation of the meaning)" 

"O you who believe! Ward off yourselves and your families 
against a Fire (Hell) whose fuel is men and stones, over which are 
(appointed) angels stern (and) severe, who disobey not, (from 
executing) the Commands they receive from Allaah, but do that 
which they are commanded" 

[al-Tahreem66:6] 

It was narrated from Ibn 'Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) 
that the Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) said: 

"Each of you is a shepherd and each of you is responsible for his 
flock. The ruler of the people is a shepherd and is responsible for 
his flock. A man is the shepherd of his household and is 
responsible for his flock. A woman is the shepherd of her 
husband's house and children and is responsible for her flock. The 
slave is the shepherd of his master's wealth and is responsible for 
it. Each of you is a shepherd and each of you is responsible for his 
flock." 

Al-Bukhaari, 7138; Muslim, 1829. 

Al-Bukhaari (7151) and Muslim (142) also narrated that Ma 'qil ibn 
Yasaaral-Muzani (may Allah be pleased with him) said: I heard the 
Messenger of Allah (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) 
say: "There is no person whom Allaah puts in charge of others, 
and when he dies he is insincere to his subjects, but Allaah will 
forbid Paradise to him." 


You should explain to your daughter that it is haraam to imitate 
the disbelievers and that it is obligatory to differ from those who 
are doomed to Hell and to dislike what they venerate of clothing, 
symbols or rituals, so as to develop respect for her own religion 
and adhere to it, practising the principle of loyalty and friendship 
as opposed to disavowal and enmity (al-wala' wa'I-bara') which is 
one of the cornerstones of Tawheed and one of the basic 
principles of faith. 


And Allah knows best.
